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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that when the catalyst (1 7) 
requires a SOx purge, Kobayashi et al. will regenerate the filter (18) and then purge SOx in the catalyst afterward. Because of that, 
applicant alleges that Kobayashi et al. do not interrupt a process of purging or eliminating SOx in the catalyst when a regeneration of the 
filter has been determined to be required. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with this allegation. As shown in Figure 4 of Kobayashi et al., even when the catalyst is 
determined to require a SOx purge (step S401 with YES answer), a filter temperature must be less than a threshold value (i.e., step S405 
with NO answer) in order for a regeneration of the filter to begin (in step S406). If step S405 has a positive answer, then a SOx purge of 
the catalyst begins (in step S407) without a regeneration of the filter. During the next loops, if the answer for step S405 is negative, then 
the filter is allowed to regenerate by introducing a lean exhaust gas into an exhaust stream and the SOx purge of the catalyst is naturally 
interrupted because a different air-fuel conditon (i.e., rich) is required for the SOx purge. Thus, Kobayashi et al. obviously teach or 
suggest the claimed limitation in dispute. 
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
